Though confronted with a "distruptive to 
education" strike statement by the Romulus 
Education Association (REA), a school 
district official today branded the threat as 
being ‘propaganda ." 

James M Garfield, assistant superin- 
tendent in charge of the district's personnel 
department, reiterated that the Romulus 
school board and administration would "see 
that school starts on schedule" next Wed- 
nesday. 

The "disruptive" strike threat was made in 
a statement released by the REA, in which 
the teacher unit claims the Romulus board 
"refuses to negotiate on fair and reasonable 
REA proposals." 

AT THE SAME time, the REA, citing a 
stalemate condition in the talks, warned: 


"...a conflict, traditionally disruptive to 
education, is inevitable." 

Garfield said the disruptive change sounds 
"like propaganda put out by the state-wide 
Michigan Education Association." 

Members of the REA are scheduled to meet 
tonight for a status report on the present 
school talks, and possible action on a strike 
vote 


David Ferdon, chief negotiator, for the 
teachers, claims the Romulus board and its 
bargaining representatives are following the 
recommendations of the Wayne County Task 
Force 36, a coalition of Wayne County school 
boards 

THE REA spokesman charges that the 
"task force" was organized "for the apparent 
purpose of maintaining job security 


teachers have taken eight years to gain in 
negotiations." 

Ferdon also alleges that the Romulus board 
and its negotiators discouraged effective 
negotiations until August — instead of 
negotiating for a settlement in June 

Continuing. Ferdon claims the Romulus 
board has refused to devote adequate time to 
negotiate until the present time and has not 


recognized the cost of living factor in contract 
salary discussion 

In response, Garfield said: "The teachers 
walked out of mediation last Friday. ..after 
requesting the mediation .’’ 

OTHER TEACHER charges lodged against 
the board include the rejection of REA 
proposals for staff involvement in curriculum 
planning, and protection for probationary 
teachers 

Ferdon also claims the board has refused to 
accept improved fringe benefit proposals 
from the REA. and to provide the same 
percentage of the budget for teacher salaries 
as was included in last year's budget 

In the meantime, the board is proceeding 
with plans to "open school on Sept. 5."

Candidate for mayor says

The attack on "campaign 
tactics" erupted last week 
when Mayor Hyle Carmichael 
claimed "that certain op- 
ponents" are running on 
platforms of character 
assassination and misleading 
statements. 

Troutt's response to the 
Carmichael attack in last 
Wednesday’s Roman, also 
was filled with a warning: 
"The best advice Carmichael 
can take is to resign from 
office. I am not going to let up 
until Carmichael is brought to 
justice for violating our city 
charter, and for ruining the 
city of Romulus during his 
.lime In office.”

Though the report was 
presented to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s office, a 
spokesman for Prosecutor 
William Cahalan said "we’re 
not getting involved in 
Romulus’ politics." No funds 
were reported missing. 

Much of the audit report 
showed merely the improper 
handling of matters, and 
stressed "better bookkeeping 
procedures," he said. 

But Troutt intends to pursue 
the matter. 

"I intend to have Car- 
michael and his entire ad- 
ministration fully investigated 
on documented evidence that I 
am giving the state attorney 
general's office this week." 

A REPORT on the treasury 
department’s audit findings 
appeared in the Aug 15 edition 
of The Romulus Roman.. 

In a prepared statement, 
Troutt says Carmichael has 
created "a situation in which 
he is continuing to lie to the 
people— and I w'on’t stand still 
one minute for that." 

Continuing, the former 
township supervisor 
repeated "Everything we 
have told the people in this 
campaign is based on facts, 
researched, investigated and 
supported by sworn 
statements by persons who 
have first hand knowledge of 


illegal dealings by the Car- 
michael administration." 

Troutt refused to divulge the 
information he claims to 
"have on hand" and which he 
said he will forward to the 


attorney general’s office. 

TROUTT ALSO ripped 
Carmichael on the questipn of 
senior citizen property tax 
breaks and the airport ex- 
pansion controversy.

Road resurfacing program 
underway without snag

$647,000 road resurfacing 
program is underway and 
progressing without a snag 
according to city officials. 

Workmen of the Thompson- 
MeCully Company of 
Belleville, began paving roads 
in the city’s southwestern 
section late last week. Paving 
will be completed on those 
roads, Wade, Superior, 
Cogswell, Wabash, before the 
workmen move to roads 
further north on the city’s 
western border. 

The program will then 
proceed in a clockwise 
direction around Romluus’ 
Metropolitan Airport, with 
work expected to be com- 
pleted by late October. 

"WE EXPECT it to move 
Tight along," said Charles 
Heilman, the city’s 
engineering consultant from 
Wade, Trim and Associates of 
Taylor. "We don’t anticipate 
anything holding up the 
program now, except possibly 
weather." 

Heilman said a heavy rain 
could halt work, but em- 
phasized that the paving firm 
has more than enough time to 
complete the program before 
w inter weather will halt work 
for good 

"For all practical purposes, 
paving can proceed until mid- 
November without any worry 
of the weather," Heilman 
explained "Then we ’ll have to 
start worrying about frost." 

Residents, even in the area 
of the paving, may never know

in the Nov 6 general election. 

He called for a recount two 
weeks ago, in an effort to 
gain the 58 votes he needed to 
take the 14th spot in the 
balloting and to gain a spot on 
the general election. 

In requesting the recount, 
Bizek filed the $5 per precinct 
fee required for a retallving of 
the votes 

But Folmar doesn’t an- 
ticipate his $85 covering the 
cost of the recount 

"THE CITY will be saddled 
with a bill for the cost of three 
teams of three people each 
sent by the county to do the 


recounting and for the three 
members of the Board of 
Canvassers," Folmar said. "I 
have no breakdown of cost, 
but I expect the cost to be 
something more than $85."

'We're going to take you back. There's some 
internal bleeding we want to check.'

CLEVELAND — “Your operation is over. 
Sir Your operation is over and it s a suc- 
cess...” 

I made a quick mental check around to feel 
what hurt after four hours of surgery and 
slightly more than that of anesthetic blank 
Nothing did. 

Then another face came up. leaning over. 

“We re going to take you back,” it said. 
“There’s some internal bleeding we want to 

check.” 

I CHOOSE not to debate. The anesthetic 
still was working and it was easier to close the 
eyes and trust. Next came the news that the 
operation was over and was, indeed, a suc- 
cess. 

“Now, can you wiggle your toes, blink your 
eyes? Try to grasp my hand and squeeze.” 

So there was the hilarious sensation of a 
man who has fended with politicians and 
coped with murders in his work-a-day world 
trying to wiggle his toes — and failing. 

The tension of the weeks and years was 
ended, the toes worked and grasping the 
nurse’s hand was like Hank Aaron hitting No. 
715. What looked like a 12-inch zipper 
borrowed from a pup tent <23 stitiches) had 
been installed in my chest. Was I now' in the 
Zipped-Up Generation? 

NOW THERE was the fight against 


lassitude There was a clock at the end of the 
intensive care unit, but time was unim 
portant There were windows but what day it 
was meant nothing Even Watergate lost its 
charm 

There were nurses, highly trained beyond 
their education for this service to check the 
tubes and monitors and tubes, to keep the 
patient alive and comfortable. 

In a life-death tossup, Cleveland Clinic 
assigns one nurse to one patient, tw r o at the 
maximum, around the clock. 

“We almost always know what’s bugging 
you when you first wake up.” said Nurse Jill 
Geitz at the pre-op briefing. “If w r e don’t you 
can w'rite out the letters on our palm.” 

THERE WERE tubes in every handy 
orifice Others were constructed where 
needed, like the drain under the left ribs and 
in the arms. One measured the intravenus 
levels and a yard stick-like measure on the 
head of the bed was laid along side me at 
intervals for a reading. 

One patient, unable to talk because a tube 
blocked off the gag reflex in the throat said 
later he thought the nurse was measuring him 
for a coffin Now this is all explained 
beforehand, very carefully.

But how' often do we go beyond that and 
write our opinion to our Congressmen 9 
Unfortunately, the answer is, “seldom or 
never.” Too many of us fear that one opinion 
is barely audible in the hubbub of current 
events. 

Yet, as one legislator has said, “The mail 
box is nearly as important as the ballot box to 
a member of Congress M 
A short, factual letter limited to one topic 
could be just w'hat a Congressman needs to 
chart his course in the right direction, and you 
will never know’ unless you write 

A major industry association gives some 
suggestions: “If you are writing about 
legislative proposals, explain how- it affects 
you. Try to reter to a bill by number and 
subject Make sure your views get to your 
Congressman early in deliveration of the bill 


If you wait for a crisis stage or try to change 
the legislator’s mind later in the development 
of an issue, you are not apt to achieve your 
goals Finally, if the reply to your letter 
comes from an assistant, don’t be upset 
Public officials have staffs so that requests 
can be dealt with effectively.” 

It’s easy to rationalize your w'ay out of 
writing to your Congressman, but the plain 
lact is that our democratic republic could not 
function without citizen input, 

Remember: “An official wants and needs 
to hear every point of view on an issue.” An 
eight-cent stamp is a small price to pay for 
freedom.

WASHINGTON — In the good old days 
'around 1970 that is) observers used lobe able 
to tell the political orientation of the young by 
noting differences in hair style 
Medium length hair meant the kid was 
playing ball with the establishment at his 
college and saw himself ultimately as a future 
organization man 

Long hair marked the questioning liberal 
who didn't cotton much to the military. 

Extremely long hair (shoulder length or 
longer) was the badge of the radical 
especially when the hair was tied around the 
temples with a red cloth You could almost 
bet a kid going around like that was capable 
of tearing up some of the property of his alma 
mater or fighting with the police 


But those distinctions have all become 
blurred now Long hair is becoming 
associated with the unisex movement where 
the boys and girls all try’ to look alike It also 
remains the style of the anti-jocks-the young 
of either sex who dislike sports, particularly 
football. 

People who have long hair still may harbor 
extreme political views but these can just as 
easily be of the right as of the left 

Nowhere was the confusion about hair more 
evident than at the recent Washington con- 
vention of the resolutely conservative Young 
Americans for Freedom (YAG)

down shirts, sincere ties and neat suits

-The saphenous vein (from the thigh) was 
reversed to take advantage of the interior 
valves and make it into an artery pushing 
blood the other way, attached to the aorta 
run down past the obstruction in the left 
anterior descending artery (90 per cent 
blocked) and reattached 

The Left Internal Mammary Artery 
< LIMA) in the chest was rerouted as a bypass 


in the circumflex artery (80 per cent blocked) 
on the back surface of the heart. 

-The third heart artery was “totally oc- 
cluded ( or 100 per cent blocked ) and was not 
operable. “That’s where you had your heart 
attack.” was the explanation. 

IT H AD BEEN two days from the ceremony 
of the identification bracelet in admitting to 
the intensive care unit, down the hall and 
around the corner from the operating room on 
the sixth floor. 

At 2:30 p.m on admitting day, a doctor 
from the medical service made a quick check 
heartbeat, lungs, blood pressure, and said 
everything was OK and counting. 

“We don’t see many patients like you.” he 

saitL They (the surgeons) will do a very 
good job for you. You are in very fine shape 
for them. v 

I HEN CAME the briefing for patients and 
I heir relatives in the eighth-floor conference 
room, the schedule for Operation Day <OD). a 
rundow n on the tubes and techniques and the 
instructions: Nothing to eat or drink after 
midnight. You can have two sleeping pills 
tonight 

Across the corridor in a white room, people 
start working on the arms for some of the 
tubes. It was my last chance to ask a question 
but everything seems clear enough.

The runaway dilemma 

Ford urges adoption 
of anti-runaway plan 


In a strange way the profound public honor 
triggered by news accounts of the sex muder 
of 27 young boys in Houston could procude an 
important social benefit, congressional 
sources believe 

The grisley Houston case, these sources 
said, had sparked new interest in a bill 
dealing with runaway youths authored by 
Rep William D Ford, 15th District 
Democrat 

Ford and Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind have 
tx.*en urging their colleagues for some time to 
do something alxiut the growing problem of 
missing young people 

Up to now, though, their warnings have 
failed to have much impact Ford first in 
t induced legislation on the subject last year 
but his bill failed to get out on the floor He 
reviewed the measure last March Bayh has 
companion legislation in the works on the 
senate side 

With a new climate of urgency developing 
on the subject. Ford plans to argue on behalf 
of his hill when hearings are held next month 
by a House Education Subcommittee There 
are strong expectations that this time the bill 
will get to the floor for a vote in both the 
House and Senate 

It turns out that most of the young boys in 
the Houston case had been reported as 
missing by their parents or were presumed by 
police to have been on the run when they met 
their grim fate 

Juvenile authorities estimate there are 
nearly a million runaway teenage boys and 
girK each year throughout the nation The 
problem lias Ix-come so large that local police 
departments have a difficult time coping with 
the case load 


To correct this situation Ford’s bill would 
provide federal aid for the establishment of 
temporary housing and counseling services 
for runaway youths The emphasis would be 
to facilitate a reconcilation of these young 
|M*ople with their families where possible and 
to get them off the streets before they find 
themselves in deep trouble 

The legislation also would strengthen, on an 
interestate basis, the reporting of missing 
youths and develop more cooperation bet- 
ween police departments and juvenile 
authorities everywhere A detailed study of 
the whole runaway problem also would be 
undertaken 

Ford pointed out that without a system of 
temporary shelters police departments now 
can do little but arrest any runaway they find 
The runaway then can either be returned at 
once to his parents, which in some cases may 
compound rather than solve the problem, or 
placed m a juvenile institution or jail. 

At the same time, another Western Wayne 
County representative. Stale Rep Thomas H 
Brown of Westland, has introduced a bill in 
the State House to protect runaway juveniles 
in Michigan 

Brown s bill, if enacted, would direct the 
Department of Social Services to develop a 
plan to establish housing and. counseling 
facilities across the state for runaway 
children 

Congressman Ford and State Rep Brown 
are on the right track Adoption of their 
projKisals m Washington and Uinsing deserve 
priority consideration before the Houston 
crime repeats itself in some other locale

A new adventure for the family 

Metropark's nature trail is alive 


William P Davenport, seasonal naturalist at 
Lower Huron Metropark near Belleville, is the 
kind of fellow who likes to share his experiences 
about nature with the many visitors stopping at 
the nature study area. 

‘Visitors range from children who are just 
beginning to know more about natural science to 
various outdoor enthusiasts who know a great 
deal about birds, plant life and other features,’’ 
said Davenport as he relaxed near the PawPaw 
nature trail sign 

Each trip along a nature trail — such as the 
PawPaw or Bob White — can be a new adventure 
since animals that inhabit the trail include 
skunks, raccoons, opossums, woodchucks, 
squirrels, foxes and chipmunks. One of the 
secrets of “trail watching” is walking quietly 
and listening to the sounds of nature. 

M ANY VISITORS are amazed at the variety of 
birdlifc, which includes the redheaded wood- 
pecker, flicker, black and white warbler, Blue 
Heron, the bob white, meadow lark - and 
sometimes a great American egret can be seen 
along the marshes of the Huron River. 

Signs encourage persons to take self-guided 
hikes, where they can see a community of plant 
life, including beautiful trees and wildflowers. 

“One of the unique plants in the area is the 
Kentucky Coffee tree that is usually found only in 
southern states.” said Davenport, who pointed

out that wildflowers are usually attractive in the 
spring and fall 

Fall wildflowers along the trail include New 
England aster, goldenrod, wingstem, Joe-Pye 
weed and several others that most persons can 
recognize easily. 

Either before or after nature hikes visitors 
stop in at the seasonal nature center building, a 
small geodesic dome-type structure that is home 
to a collection of interesting exhibits. 

“TWO SPECIAL exhibits that attract most 
comment are the beehive with live bees swirling 
in and out and other live animals, used in per 
sonalized teaching with the natural curious 
children and sometimes curious adults.” said 
Davenport Other exhibits include matching 
games that light up when visitors choose 
correctly, a hornet’s nest, aquarium that 
features live toads, frogs, turtles, insects, tad- 
poles, a collection of ferns that inhabit the park 
and a living study of the life cycle of the Monarch 
butterfly. 

“Our job here is to make the study of natural 
science fun for all,” said Davenport, who hopes 
that persons will become more aware of their 
environment and learn to take better care of 
their resources. 

As a park naturalist, Davenport performs a 
number of duties, including explaining to visitors 
facts about the nature study area, providing 
lectures of guided nature hikes to school, civic 


and day camp groups, putting up trail signs, 
maintenance of the trails, cleaning the 
aquariums and feeding animals in the nature 
center. 

Thomas H. Smith, chief naturalist, directs the 
nature study programs at the several HCMA 
Metroparks serving the citizens of Wayne, 
Macomb. Oakland. Livingston, and Wasntenaw 
counties. Mrs Jocelyn Baker, supervising 
naturalist, and Davenport, park naturalist, are 
hired to serve the public during the peak sum- 
mer months at Lower Huron Metropark. Daily 
operations conclude at the end of the day on 
Monday, September 3. 

THE TRAILS REMAIN open for year-around 
self-guided hikes, while the Nature Center is 
open week-ends in the fall Appointments for 
school group visits are available in September 
and October by contacting the Nature Program, 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan Authority, 600 
Woodward Ave.. Detroit. 48226 or by calling 961- 
5865 

“While I have lived mainly in the City of 
Detroit. I’ve always been interested in the 
outdoors,” said Davenport, who looks forward to 
his junior year at Wayne State University. He 
was graduated from Henry Ford High School in 
Detroit in 1970. 

While attending college, he resides in north- 
west Detroit, but lives in Romulus during the 
summer.

threat of property loss 
personal harm to 
the family has reached 
significant enough proportions 
that every prudent head of the 
family should begin im 
mediately to develop a home 
security program 

At the start, rather than 
racing off to the nearest 
hardware store to purchase 
Ihe locks and chains, the home 
owner should first think about 
his overall program of 
security, decide the areas and 
degree of protection required 
and then begin immediately to 
protect the critical areas. 

Total protection is in reality 
impossible but a good 
program will protect the 
majority of assets. 

“THROUGHOUT history, 
the home has required the 
greatest amount of protec- 
tion.” says Richard Post 
whose recent book “Deter- 
mining Security Needs” (Oak 
Publications Inc.) teaches 
business and industry how to 
audit security and develop 
plans for it. 

“The cave was a form of 
home defease which the in- 
stinct of primitive man told 
him was necessary,” Post 
said. 

“We evolved to the for- 
tressed walls, the moat 
around the castle and the 
legions of warriors ready to 
defend the landowners’ 
distress and subsequently the 
legal process incarcerated the 
criminal,” he added 

Today, however, the role of 
the police has been seriously 
challenged first by the 
number of other-than-crime- 
fighting duties the policeman 
must perform and second by 
the amount of people now 
involved in crime 

’REGARDLESS of the root 
causes and the social and 
governmental response for 
dealing with them, the 
problem of providing 
protection for crimes against 
the home is a serious one to be 
faced by every home owner,” 
he said 

The first step toward 
adequate home security is to 
develop an over all attitude 
about security. 

As part of this first step, you 
should investigate criminal 
statistics in your area. Talk 
w ith officers and find out what 
level of crime exists in your 
area based on police reports. 
You as a citizen have the right 
to lx* informed of the in- 
formation. 

You also will be able to find 
out through conversations at 
the police precinct how they 
operate and generally what 
their response time to crime 
reports is. 

At this time, you are sure to 
learn why it is important for 
you to give accurate, im- 
mediate reports to the police 
is any time a crime is com- 
mitted. 

Cooperation with the police 
is essential to controlling 
crime Without reports, the

“The second major step is 
deciding your vulnerability,”

Proper fertilizing

Fertilizing in early September will enhance the growth of 
your lawn during cooler fall temperatures and insure 
maximum recovery from thinning caused by heat, drought 
and diseases, say Michigan State University horticulturists. 

Avoid late fall fertilizationbecause it stimulates the growth 
of leaf tissues and increases the chances for winter injury. 
Fertilizing after growth has ceased stimulates growth in the 
spring. 

Removing thatch will help prevent disease and aid in water 
and nutrient penetration Late August or early September is 
the best time during fall 

During late fall it is important to remove all leaves from 
the lawn It is particularly important for lawns that are 
heavily shaded because the leaves can screen out available 
light and cause thinning of the turf.

“One company has had 
great success in a Chicago 
area operation, tying home 
burglary, fire and panic 
alarms into the local cable 
television system,” Post said. 
“Using the "same cable that 
brings television in to sub- 
scribers. it is able to install 
alarm devices and send 
alarms back down the cable to 
a central station where per- 
sonnel are monitoring the 
alarm and calling the proper 
response team — fire or 
police. 

“WE BELIEVE that in a 
number of years most homes 
will be protected by some kind 
of home alarm system.” 

ANOTHER COMPANY has 
installed computer systems at 
its central office A sub- 
scriber’s home is program- 
med into the system, and this 
programming includes safes 
and vaults, as w-ell as doors 
and windows. If a burglar 
effects entry, a signal is 
flashed back to a computer. 
Instantaneously, the com- 
puter transmits its in- 
formation to a monitor. 

An attendant viewing the 
screen digests the information 
and alerts patrols and the 
police. 

Robert McDermott, a 
former New York City 
detective and now head of a 
security corporation 
(Holmes), gives this advice: 

“Do nothing if you are 
awakened from sleep and 
sense a burglar is in your 
bedroom. Play dead, and don’t 
move a muscle. And above 
all. do not scream. A felon will 
resort to physical violence and 
even a deadly weapon to 
silence his victim.”

A new set of bicycle safety 
rules has been developed by 
the National Safety Council to 
provide a uniform safety 
guide for bicyclists.

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Crime, drugs top nation 's problems 


Crime, drugs and inflation are rated as the 
nation’s leading problems by Congressman 
William D Ford's constituents in the 15th 
Congressional District, who also think that 
Federal spending should be reduced for 
foreign aid. welfare and defense, and in- 
creased for education, health care and senior 
citizen benefits 

These sentiments were expressed bv 
Western Wayne Clunty residents in Ford’s 
ninth annual questionnaire survey, made in 
April and May. and tabulated since that time 
by volunteer workers The tabulations 
represent the first 10.000 returns, although the 
total has since gone well beyond that figure 

FORD SOUGHT his constituents' opinion on 
six specific issues, and then asked them to 
rate what they considered to be America's 
three most important problems, and to list 
three areas each in which the Federal budget 
should lx? decreased and increased 

The results showed the following per- 
centage answers: 

To combat the soaring cost of food, the 
respondents favored elimination of farm 
subsidies by 84 to 16 percent: favored per- 
menent price controls by 58 to 42 percent, and 
opposed consumer boycotts 60 to 40 percent 

A Federal Health Insurance Program 
based on the Kenneiy-Griffiths Health 
Security Bill was favored 65 to 35 percent 

By a margin of 76 to 23 percent, a large 
majority felt that mail service has worsened 
under the Postal Service Corporation, and 
only nine percent felt that it had improved A 
majority of 62 percent favored abolishing the 
Postal Service Corporation and returning to 
the former post office department under the 
direct control of the President and Congress 

—Respondents voted overwhelmingly, 92 
percent to eight percent, against economic 
aid to North Vietnam, and 66 to 34 percent 
against continued economic aid to South 

Vietnam Seventy-eight percent opposed 
continued militarv aid to South Vietnam

—Legislation providing Federal safeguards 
for pension plans was favored by a % to 4 
percent margin 

By a 66 to 34 percent margin. Ford's district 
voted in favor of “Press Shield" legislation to 
permit newspaper reporters and other news- 
gatherers to protect their sources of in- 
formation 

IN LISTING the nation’s three most im- 
portant problems, 44 percent mentioned 
crime and drugs. 40 percent named inflation, 
and 17 percent listed taxes. Government 


corruption and pollution each drew 14 per- 
cent 

Forty-five percent voted to reduce spending 
for foreign aid. 35 percent for welfare, 32 
percent for defense. 24 percent to cut the cost 

of government, and 17 percent to slash 
Federal subsidies 

In listing areas in which the Federal budget 
should be increased, 27 percent favored 
education. 18 percent named health care, 17 
percent senior citizen benefits, 15 percent 
environmental protection, and 13 percent 


crime and drug control. Thirteen percent also 
declared that the Federal budget should not 
be increased in any areas 
Commenting on the questionnaire results, 
Ford said that the responses show' “how 
deeply the American people feel about the 
need to solve our domestic problems.” 
"Fully 77 percent of the respondents cited 

foreign aid and defense spending as the 
logical areas to reduce the Federal budget,” 
he pointed out 

“IT IS obivious that my constituents see the 
drug menace and street crime as a joint 


problem -and a major problem-an analysis I 
agree with. Inflation is a close second, and 
has become even worse since my question- 
naire was mailed. The Nixon 'game plans’ 
and his on-again, off-again control system 
have proven ineffective. Our economy has 
reached a point of chaos and the lack of 
leadership in the White House is becoming 
painfully obivious 

"The entire Watergate mess is an un- 
doubted factor," Ford asserted, "since so 
many of the President’s top aides have been 
fired or forced to resign as a result of the 
continual revelations of high level corruption. 

“IT IS NO wonder that government 
corruption was ranked fourth among the 
nation's problems, and this precentage would 
probably be even higher if the survey were 
being made today.

The diagnosis had special 
meaning because she had 
watched her sister live with a 
severe form of diabetes since 
she was age three 

Eortunately the use of in- 
sulin injections and careful 
diet had prolonged her life far 
beyond what it would have 
Iieen a few years earlier 
Ix'fore insulin was discovered 
she’d had a normal childhood 
and married life and still is 
working at her profession 


part-time although she has 
begun to feel some of the 
debilitating effects that 
juvenile - onset diabetes 
inexorably brings. 

BUT MARIAN'S case is far 
different from her sister’s. No 
lasulin was even suggested; 
she took pills for a time but 
now is able to control her 
diabetes by diet alone She has 
reduced her weight and 
exerc ises more And she's still 
teaching, full steam ahead. 

In many ways Mary is 
typical of most new cases 
found each year — women, 
over 40. diabetic relatives, few- 
overt symptoms such as 
drowsiness, thirst, frequent 
urination, excessive appetite, 
weight loss. 

Here are four key questions 
to ask yourself to see if you 
could be a hidden diabetic: 
Are you over 40? Are there 
any diabetics in your family? 
Are you overweight? Have 
you had any babies that 
weighed more than nine 
pounds at birth?

Chemical Recovery 
Systems is a factory that takes 
in wastes and used solvents 
and oils from the automobile 
industry and other nearby 
factories, cleans them up, and 
sends them back to the 
original owners ready for use 
again. 

Otherwise the wastes would 
be dumped and might pollute 
the environment 
SOMETIMES THE wastes 
are broken down completely 
and then sold.

Chemicals and solvents are

He used the example of an 
industry located in Wayne that 
makes decorative trims for 
automobiles Sometimes the 
parts have to be partially 
painted, and a chemical mask 
is used to cover the unpainted 
part Another chemical is used 


to strip off the mask. 

“WE SCRUB up the solvent 
and send it back to them to use 
over again, Shagena said. 

The industry located on Van 
Born Road in Romulus, just 
across the line from Wayne, 
receives its sewer service 
from Wayne after the city 
council recently agreed The 
council was not without fears 
that harmful chemicals might 
find their way into the city's 
sewer system, but they were 
later convinced and gave their 
permission.
